« + « 4 Goes not send us another 
sum of money, I do not know how we shall 
be able.to go forward, eince day by day 
thore is an inorease'in the number of little 
children exposed in the roads and in the 
fields, whom we cannot do less than receive 
into our care. The famine is beooming more 
and more horrible. The Christians come to 
us from all aides to obtain help that they 
may not die of hanger. During the forty- 
four years that I have been in China, I have 
never sec. or heard of a famine so dreadful 
in character, It is needful to.wdd that up 
to the present, for. want of rain, it has. been 
impossible to sow the corn, and if it should 
not rain now it will bo too late fo sow, and 
so there will be no hope even for the year 
following, How will this end? It is very 
certain that a vast numberof persons must 
perish of hunger. 

5th November.—The. famine in this pro-
